tral Airlines - Route 81 In­ 
vestigation.” As soon as Cen­ 
tral, a local service carrier 
with 
offices 
in Ft. Worth, 
Texas, placed their route filing 
on record, a whole host of other 
airlines entered the picture to 
either protect their present in­ 
terests or to further enlarge 
their existing routes. It was 
because of this particular Cen­ 
tral filing that Ozark Airlines 
filed a document with the Civil 
Aeronautics Board which re­ 
quested a 
route as follows: 
"Between the terminal point 
St. Louis, Mo., and the terminal 
point Memphis, Tenn." or, in 
the alternative, "Between the 
terminal point St. Louis, Mo. 
and any one or more of the 
intermediate points Cape Gi­ 
rardeau, Mo., Sikeston, Mo., 
and Blytheville, Ark., and the 
terminal 
point, 
Memphis, 
Tenn." When this particular 
filing was made on the 25th 
of August, 1965, the City of 
Sikeston was so notified by 
Mr. C. L. Tabor, General Op­ 
erating Manager of Ozark Air­ 
lines, who later gave the story 
directly to the radio and press 
by 
telephone. 
During this 
notification, Mr. Tabor did not 
mention that the city of Cape 
Girardeau was listed 
as an 
intermediate 
point, 
leading 
Sikeston officials to believe that 
Sikeston actually had an oppor­ 
tunity to be the major stop on 
this particular run.

"Subsidy free' route, direct 
between St. Louis, 
Sikeston, 
Blytheville, and Memphis. Rob­ 
ert S. Matthews and Mr. Rice 
met later in the day with two 
Ozark officials, 
Mr. Darryl 
Weishaar, Traffic and Route 
Development Dept., and 
Mr. 
Paul L . Bradshaw, 
their at­ 
torney. These men were very 
cordial and although they did 
not promise to act according 
to Slkeston’s wishes, did say 
they would cooperate where pos­ 
sible and assist In working the 
routing out to an acreptable 
solution. 


A short while after the Wash­ 
ington conference, Mr. Tabor, 
General 
Operating Manager, 
made a personal visit to Sikes­ 
ton 
and Blytheville. 
While 
here, he 
visited with Mayor 
Sikes and Robert S. Matthews, 
thoroughly 
investigating the 
city from a ¿x>pulation, indus­ 
trial, 
economic 
and airport 
facility standpoint. Mr. Tabor 
then recommended to Ozark that 
ooth Sikeston and Blytheville 
become part of their system. 
O i the initial examiners hear­ 
ing of the Route 81 Investiga­ 
tion on January 25, 1966, which 
included Ozark’s Sikeston ap­ 
plication, the examiner, Harold 
R. Sanderson, ruled as follows: 
“ Consequently, we have de­ 
cided to consolidate all of the 
applications 
which Eastern, 
Ozark, Trans-Texas and Tex­ 
arkana moved for a consoli­ 
dation herein, except Ozark's 
application, docket 16417, which 
requests a St. Louis - Memphis 
route via Cape Girardeau, Mo., 
Sikeston, Mo., and Blvtheville, 
Ark., or in the alternative non­ 
stop. Inasmuch as Sikeston and 
Blytheville, Ark., do not re­ 
ceive air service, there are no 
proposals in this proceeding 
for service to additional local 
points, and this proceeding is 
designated primarily to investi­ 
gate the needs for realigning 
the existing route structure in 
the Central area, we do not con­ 
sider it desirable to expand 
this proceeding to Include pro­ 
posals for service to commun­ 
ities to which service has not 
been 
previously authorized. 
Therefore, we will sever that 
part 
of Ozark’s 
application 
which 
proposes service to 
Sikeston and Blytheville and 
dismiss it and consolidate the 
remaining portion into this pro­ 
ceeding.” Tills ruling in effect 
completely omitted both Sikes­ 
ton and Blytheville from further 
consideration and forced Sikes­ 
ton officials to take a direct 
routing with the CAB in order 
to get their own application on 
file. 
After the Central filing suc­ 
ceeded in 
opening Pandora's 
treasure, the following airlines 
made these requests. Central 
filed for a routing between Little 
Rock, Memp’iJs and St. Louis. 
Trans-Texas filed for a routing 
between Memphis and St. Louis 
as well as a Little Rock, Jones­ 
boro, St. Louts segment. Ozark 
then 
made 
Its filing for the 
afore-mentioned 
St. 
Louis- 
Memphis run as well as a St, 
Louis, Cape Girardeau, Little 
Rock segment. Eastern entered 
the act with a filing for a New 
Orleans, Memphis, St. Louis, 
Chicago segment. Southern then 
filed to intervene for its own 
protection 
and 
then sub­ 
sequently filed for a Memphis- 
St. Louis route as well as a 
Memphis, Jackson, Tenn., St. 
Louis route. Many other route 
requests were filed in this case 
but none of the others directly 
affected the Sikeston area. 
As a result of the initial Ex­ 
aminers filing and upon reading 
of the other airline filings and 
after many visits in person 
and by telephone with Ozark 
officials, the Sikeston group 
decided 
to 
seek help from 
another qualified source to pro­ 
cure ail in preparing suitable 
documents and for making their 
own proper presentation. This 
work was done in January and 
February of 1966 and now Sikes­ 
ton has on file, before the CAB, 
the proper legal data to Insure 
its case will be reviewed by 
the CAB. Should the CAB de­ 
cide to certificate Sikeston as 
a regular airline stop, the city 
then could be served by anyone 
of 
the 
carriers being con­ 
sidered. If the proper certifi­ 
cate would be granted, Sikeston 
could possibly obtain service 
from 
Central, 
Trans-Texas, 
Southern or Ozark. 
To date, documents filed by 
the City of Sikeston consist of 
the following; 
1. Application of the City of 
Sikeston,

and the

2. Petition of the City of Sikes­ 
ton, Missouri, and the Sikeston 
Chamber of Commerce for 
Leave to Intervene; whiqh is a

Investigation. 
3. Motion of City of Sikeston 
to Consolidate; which document 
requests that the CAB con­ 
solidate Sikeston’s application 
into the Central Airlines Route 
81 Investigation. The city also 
prevails upon the CAB to fol­ 
low a ruling known as the “ AsV 
backer" 
Doctrine 
which in 
effect states that if two parties 
have applications for he same 
objective and the grant ofo.ieof 
the 
applications 
would econ­ 
omically preclude grant of the 
second application, then both 
applications 
must be 
heard 
simultaneously. 
Inasmuch as 
Ozark’s application in docket 
16447 proposing St. Louis - 
Cape Girardeau - Memphis au­ 
thority was consolidated, and 
since Cape Girardeau is only 
30 miles from Sikeston, the 
award of Cape Girardeau - 
Memphis authority would ef­ 
fectively preclude later grant 
of Sikeston-Memphis authority. 
A second preliminary hearing 
was 
scheduled by the Civil 
Aeronautics Board of Exam­ 
iners, in Washington for April, 
1966. After notification of this 
hearing date, a working com­ 
mittee composed of Mayor Ken­ 
dall Sikes, City Manager Ray­ 
mert Miller, Cha inter of Com­ 
merce Manager Jim Mustek, 
City Attorney Manuel Drumm, 
and Robert Matthews, met to 
determine exactly what steps 
Sikeston should take to assure 
that its most recent filings 
would l>e acted upon. 
The present committee, real­ 
izing the importance of proper 
representation in Washington, 
decided to send as their repre­ 
sentatives, Paul Fisher to rep­ 
resent 
the 
aviation group, 
and Manuel Drumm, the City 
Attorney, to represent the Citv. 
Both of these men were present 
in Washington when the April 
hearing convened. The very fact 
that they were present, caused 
the CAB Examiner to take spe­ 
cial note that Sikeston did in­ 
deed, have applications before 
their board and was entitled to 
a full hearing. After Mr. Fisher 
and Mr. Drumm re turned from 
Washington, this same commit­ 
tee mot again with Instructions 
to Chamber of Commerce Man­ 
ager, Jim Mustek, to prepare 
a preliminary pconomtc data 
survey to be presented in Sikes­ 
ton’s behalf. Mr. Mustek made 
an 
excellent presentation of 
this beginning economic survey 
and because of its presenta­ 
tion, as well as the personal 
visit of Mr. Fisher and Mr. 
Drumm, the Civil Aeronautics 
Board 
issued the 
following 
order; 
"In our order of January 25, 
1966, we excluded Ozark's pro­ 
posal for service to Sikeston 
and Blytheville on its proposed 
St. Louis - Memphis route on 
the grounds that local service 
to new points was beyond the 
issues. We have decided^ on our 
own motion, to RECONSIDER 
that decision. 
Sikeston 
and 
Blytheville as well as Jackson, 
Tenn., and Cape Girardeau are 
located in the area between 
Memphis and Si. Louis. Inas­ 
much as we are trying a case 
involving local service as well 
as di rect service between Mem­ 
phis and St. Louis, it will im­ 
pose no substantial additional 
burden 
upon the 
parties, 
the Board's staff, or the Exam­ 
iner 
to hear the Sikeston- 
Blytheville proposals. Accord­ 
ingly, we will reinstate Sikeston 
and Blytheville into Ozark's 
application, docket 16447, and 
consolidate that proposal. In 
conformance with that decision, 
we will grant Sikeston’s motion 
to consolidate its application, 
docket 16999, for service to St. 
Louis 
and Memphis." Tlds 
order completely opens the door 
for Sikeston’s case to ultimately 
be heard. 
At this date, several additional 
steps 
are necessary. First 
among these are, a complete 
economtc data survey of Sikes­ 
ton and Its 
surrounding trade 
areas, to be 
accurately pre­ 
pared and submitted to the Ex­ 
aminer by July 11, 1966. This 
document will be studied prior 
to Sikeston's formal hearing, 
which will be 
held in either 
Little Rock or Oklahoma City, 
during the month of November, 
1966. 
At this time, the Chamber of 
Commerce is currently calling 
upon 
every industry, 
every 
businessman, and a good many 
of our citizens to help provide 
data for this economic survey. 
It behooves every citizen in this 
community to strongly support 
the city 
administration, 
the 
Chamber of Commerce, and the 
Sikeston

policy.

production and indifferent ad­ 
ministrators. 
Now, 
it 
seems, 
another

end of 1965 a third of Russia's 
consumer - goods

were operating on a capitalist 
principle. 
They will produce 
only what retailers can sell. 
Tliis certainly won’t 
strike 
Americans 
as remarkable. 
That’s exactly the way things 
are done in this country under 
our 
system of 
free, com­ 
petitive mass production and 
distribution. But in Russia, just 
the opposite policy has been 
followed. Factories have been 
told 
by the planners what to 
make and in what quantity. As 
a result, stores are stocked 
with inferior, over-priced, un­ 
wanted goods. And consumers 
have been vigorously complain­ 
ing. 
So Russia, 
even if slowly, 
is moving toward a 
supply- 
demand 
consumer economy, 
complete with a certain amount 
of profit motive. One may oe 
i sure that this is .being done 
out of reluetant necessity mJ ft 
must be something of a humilia­ 
tion to the Soviet hierarchy to 
imitate capitalism to any de­ 
gree, and Karl Marx, very like­ 
ly, 
is revolving in his grave. 
At any rate, there is a lesson 
for us. Our production-distri­ 
bution system, working all the 
way from the sources of raw 
materials to our splendid retail 
stores, does more good for 
more people 
than any other 
system man has been able to 
think up.

The report refers to the sec­ 
retary of defense as "incapa­ 
ble of self • examination" and 
declares: "If congress is the 
one to take the helm in this 
case,then well do it.

We intend to return to Con­ 
gress its rightful place in the 
over • all decision • making 
process in military matters. 
"The Pentagon is absolutely

mittee must attempt to alert the 
house to the fact that power in 
the past has moved • on tip­ 
toes - from Capitol Hill to the 
Pentagon and, once there, has 
reached back a friendly hand 
and issued a smiling invitation 
to come on over and watch 
the computers work. 
"The committee intends to 
play the tune to which 
the 
legitimate power of congress* 
will march back up Capitol 
Hill." 
But 
the congressman sup­ 
posed to lead this march just 
wasn't around to lead it. Dur­ 
ing two weeks, his committee 
clerk called meeting after meet­ 
ing with full expectation that 
the leader would be back, and 
lead the debate on the house 
floor. After all, June 30, the 
end of the fiscal year, is ap­ 
proaching. Only two weeks re­ 
main to pass the bill, other­ 
wise, all pay to the fer«flung 
fighting officers and men of the 
United States, including the $1 
billion pay raise which Rivers 
had voted over McNamara's and 
LBJ*s 
heads, could 
be in 
jeopardy. 
But the chairman, so virile 
on the written page, wasn't 
around to lead the march. He 
was in the Bethesda Naval Hos­ 
pital sobering up from a drunk 
which according to all medical 
experts must inevitably affect 
the patient's judgment. 
Note:, The Armed Services 
Committee will meet again to­ 
day (June 14) in the hope that 
its leader is back and prepared 
to lead the march back to Capi­ 
tol Hill.

“I swear, before the altar of God, eternal hostility to 
every form of tyranny over the mind of man.” 
These are the words of a great American patriot, 
Thomas Jefferson. At the time when a people who had de­ 
clared their independence, struggled to found a nation, Mr. 
Jefferson’s words summed up the feelings of Americans 
who were rallying to fight for their beliefs. 
In the midst of this struggle, Old Glory was born. Gen­ 
eral Washington, standing at attention as the first Stars 
and Stripes flew at the head of the Continental Army, said, 
“We take the stars from Heaven, the red from our mother 
country, separating it by white stripes, thus showing that 
we have separated from her, and the white stripes shall go 
down to posterity representing liberty.” 
The British ensign was flown in the colonies before 
the revolution. This flag was later mo,’:*'ied . .. the red cross 
of Saint George and the white cross of Saint Andrew were 
shifted to the canton, with the field consisting of seven red 
and six white stripes representing the colonies. This was 
the Grand Union Flag. The colonies resented the British 
ensign more and more. Soon most of them flew their own 
banners. 
The symbols on the first colonial flags were pine trees, 
anchors, rattlesnakes and other insignia commemorating 
the day-by-day struggles against

cut out and sewn to these banners 
were Hope, Liberty, Don’t Tread 
on Me. Appeal to Heaven . . . signi­ 
fying the dreams of freedom and 
nationhood. 
The Gadsden Flag was one of 
the most popular colonial flags. It 
was emblazoned with a coiled ra t­ 
tlesnake on a yellow field over the 
words Don't Tread on Me. 
Our first sea-going flag flew 
over the cruisers commissioned by 
General Washington. T h i s f l a g 
consisted of a green pine tree 
standing tall and stalw art on a 
white field with the legend An Ap­ 
peal to Heaven. 


THE MOULTRIE FLAG 
The first distinctive American 
flag to be displayed in the South 
flew over the fort on Sullivan’s 
Island in the channel at Charles- 


colonial public relations expert and 
proponent of a symbol for Ameri­ 
can patriotism proposed the first 
Stars and Stripes .. . and Congress 
passed the flag resolution. It de­ 
clared: “The flag of the thirteen 
United States be thirteen stripes, 
alternate red and white, and that 
the Union be thirteen stars, white, 
in a blue field.” From this resolu­ 
tion, the flag which has become the 
symbol of freedom the world over, 
came into being. According to leg­ 
end, Betsy Ross, an expert needle­ 
woman of Philadelphia, was asked 
in 1776 to design a national flag 
suggested by General Washington. 
The actual facts are obscure . . . 
and it was one of her descendants 
who brought the story to light in 
1870.

CONFEDERATE FLAG 


On March 4, 1861, a great 
change took place. The first flag 
of the Confederacy was adopted 
. . . destined to be one of the four 
Confederate flags which served as 
banners for the South during the 
War Between the States. The 1861 
Flag had three wide horizontal 
stripes . . . red on top, white in the 
middle, red on the bottom. In the 
upper left corner of the flag . . . 
like the blue field of the U. S. Flag 
. . . was a field of blue with right 
stars. The Battle Flag of the Con­ 
federacy, best known of the South­ 
ern flags, was known as The 
Southern Cross, and is the flag 
most remembered and used today.

At this time there were pres­ 
sures brought on President Lincoln 
to change the U. S. Flag, with its 
34 stars which continued as the 
standard of the Northern states

A m e r i c a , steadfastly withstood 
them. Stars were never withdrawn 
from the flag when the Southern 
states withdrew' from the Union.

Another was 
added for Oklahoma in 1907, Ari­ 
zona and New Mexico in 1912 . . . 
and the 48-star flag served the na-‘ 
tion through two world W'ars until 
Alaska became a state in 1959 and

49. Later the same year, Hawaii 


came into the Union, and on July 4, 
1960, the 50-star flag of today was 
born.

ill is not expected, the depart­ 
ment said, that hospital loads 
would be increased more than 


some 5 per cent over the na­ 
tion. 
"However, there is already 
overcrowding of hospital facil­ 
ities in some areas, and some 
of the best hospitals in certain 
parts of the country are over­ 
crowded even though other fa­ 
cilities in the same area are 
not,” the report said.

ONE-HOUSE LEGISLATURE 
DISCUSSED NEXT SESSION 
A one-house legislature for 
Missouri? This plan has been 
proposed on several occasions 
and is one of the favorite topics 
of political scientists, but to 
become a reality it probably 
will have to be passed by the 
initiative of the people. 
Nevertheless, a bill proposing 
such a reorganization will cer­ 
tainly be introduced in the next 
session 
of the General As­ 
sembly by Sen. A. Clifford Jones 
(R-Ladue) and based on past 
experience will probably re­ 
ceive wide acclaim from news­ 
papers and some state officials. 
Sen. Jones feels that a uni­ 
cameral legislature could act as 
a "municipal government" of 
a state, and “ like a municipal 
government it would have to 
meet problems immediately." 
He berated the Governor for 
submitted matters to the re­ 
cent special session of the Leg­ 
islature which were not real 
emergencies and pointed out 
that this is one of the major 
faults of state government. 
"The basic problem is that 
the present two houses only 


meei 
ior six montns out ox 
every two years and solve some 
problems, but leave most of the 
problems undone," 
In addition, he feels a un­ 
icameral legislature would be 
able to give more time to the 
study of legislative proposals if 
it were to meet the year-round 
and be staffed with adequate 
assistants to handle state prob­ 
lem s. 
"Right now, we rush bills out 
of committee in order to get 
them to the other house for 
consideration, and many bills 
are passed without being read 
by many members of the Leg­ 
islature," he said. 
He added that fewer bills prob - 
ably would be passed, but that 
these would constitute sounder 
legislation than the many bills 
which 
are 
approved 
by the 
present two houses. 
Statewide support of a unicam­ 
eral legislature was shown in 
1944 when voters defeated a 
proposed one-house system by 
only a few thousand votes. The 
election was called by an init­ 
iative petition after the Con­ 
stitutional Convention rejected 
the proposal. Supporters of the 
measure had even withdrawn 
their backing to avoid conflict 
with the new Constitution and 
were fighting for defeat of a un­ 
icameral legislature, but about 
47 per cent of the voters in­ 
dicated they wanted it anyway. 
Sen. Albert Spradling (D-Cape 
Girardeau), who opposes a un­ 
icameral legisalture, 
pointed 
out that with only one house, 
and all members elected for the 
same terms, the pressure from 
lobbying groups would be de­ 
trimental to forthcoming leg­ 
islation and state interests. 
Lobbyists perform a needed 
service to the Legislature, he 
said, but the pressure is great 
enough and inferred that many 
measure had been forced on 
House members, who serve for 
only two years, and had to be 
checked by the Senate, whose 
four-year members he feels are

Sen. A. Basey Vanlandingham, 
(D-Columbia) sees advantages 
to both one-house and two-house 
systems; however, he said, two 
houses

probably are more effective in

islation." 
To make a unicameral system 
work he feels the public would 
have to be willing to pay leg­

“ Under these circumstances, 
a one-house system wouldn't 
be too bad," Vanlandingham

They 
are wrecking the college base­ 
ball program and our organiza­ 
tion m ust seek relief in Con­ 
g re ss.” 
Simmons and Coaches Leo E il-

Wolfman of California reported 
athletic 
directors 
and

schools in some sections of the 
country are considering drop­ 
ping baseball. 
Before the season, Simmons 
lost .463 hitting Dan Rudanvoch 
to the pros.

NEW YORK (AP) —Current 
perplexing business trends are 
at least letting you separate the 
pessimists from the optimists. 
Mostly they use the same sets of 
figures and come up with differ­ 
ent Interpretations or presenta­ 
tions. 
The pessimist says the econo­ 
my is slowing down. The opti­ 
mist says it is still growing but 
at a more moderate and there­ 
fore healthier pace. 
The 
pessimist says retail 
sales turned down in April and 
May. The optimist says consum­ 
ers still are buying more than a 
year ago. 
The worrier points to a drop 
in auto sales and production. 
The booster says sales are still 
higher than in most previous 
years — and another model 
year is just around the corner. 
The same division in attitude 
determines how you view the 
latest unemployment estimates. 
You can take alarm that the 
jobless rate rose in May. Or you 
can take comfort in the still ris­ 
ing total of those with jobs. 
The stock market's steep drop 
and then its uncertain backing 
and filling can be viewed as a 
barometer of stormy weather 
ahead for the economy. Or it 
can be accepted as a healthy 
cooling of speculative fever. 
The more conservative mind­ 
ed will tell you that inflation 
is here and that the threat of 
still more is as strong as ever. 
Others will tell you that the in­ 
flation threat has been curbed 
by the healthier pace the econo­ 
my is now setting. 
High interest rates are seen 
as hurting borrowers, especial­ 
ly smaller businesses. But an­ 
other view of the tightness of 
credit is that this curtails some 
dangerous risk taking and thus 
helps keep the economy on an 
even keel. And the man giving 
to look on the bright side of 
things is sure to 
stress that 
that the savers are profiting 
from higher interest rates— 
and furnishing the capital funds 
t h a t 
will finance 
future 
economic growth. 
The pessimist points to the 
road blocks that are beginning 
to trouble business expansion. 
He cites tightening supplies of 
materials, difficulties in getting 
deliveries, 
rising 
prices, 
skilled labor shortages, and 
competition of defense demands 
with civilian demands. 
But the optimist views this 
with less alarm. He notes that 
business is still planning to 
spend more this year for plant 
and equipment that it did last. 
And he adds that any slowdown 
in the big expansion boom in the 
period just ahead will be just 
that more helpful in warding off 
federal tax increases.

in Ft. Worth, 
Texas, placed their route filing 
on record, a whole host of other 
airlines entered the picture to 
either protect their present in­ 
terests or to further enlarge 
their existing routes. It 
was 
because of this particular Cen­ 
tral filing that Ozark Airlines 
filed a document with the Civil 
Aeronautics Board which re­ 
quested 
a 
route 
as follows: 
"Between the terminal point 
St. Louis, Mo., and the terminal 
point Memphis, Tenn." or, in 
the alternative, "Between the 
terminal point St. Louis, Mo. 
and any one or more of the 
intermediate points Cape Gi­ 
rardeau, Mo., Sikeston, Mo., 
and Blytheville, Ark., and the 
terminal 
point, 
Memphis, 
Tenn." When this particular 
filing was made on the 25th 
of August, 1965, the City of 
Sikeston was so notified by 
Mr. C. L . Tabor, General Op­ 
erating Manager of Ozark Air­ 
lines, who later gave the story 
directly to the radio and press 
by 
telephone. 
During this 
notification, Mr. Tabor did not 
mention that the city of Cape

A SOCIALIST OBSESSION 
Having won the parliamentary election and 
started the renationalization of the country’s 
steel industry, Britain’s socialists have em­ 
barked on an international venture that could re ­ 
sult in another war in which the United States 
would be involved. 
Though Britain is living far beyond her means, < 
and though productivity is lagging way behind 
other Western nations, the Wilson government 
In Great Britain has not set for itself the task 
of domestic reform and modernization. Instead, 
Prim e Minister Wilson has determined to crush 
independent Rhodesia as the first item of busi­ 
ness. To this end, he has gone beyond economic 
warfare and is now stopping on the high seas 
the ships of peaceful trading nations that are 
.carrying oil to Rhodesia through Portuguese 
ports in Africa. It was precisely this kind of 
arbitrary, high-handed interference with peace­ 
ful oceanic trade that got Britain into trouble 
with the infant American republic in 1812. 
The action of our administration in voting in 
the Security Council of the United Nations to 
allow Great Britain to use force to prevent oil 
from being delivered to Rhodesia by sea can be 
characterized as nothing less than stupid. 
The irony inherent in the British action is that 
they want to cut off seaborne trade with Rhodesia 
while they insist on trading as usual with Com­ 
munist North Viet Nam, a nation that endangers 
the peace of the world. Rhodesia doesn’t threaten 
the peace of anyone. It simply wants to be left 
alone, though Prim e Minister Smith of Rhodesia 
has offered to send soldiers to fight communism 
In Viet Nam — an offer that Mr. Wilson has NOT 
made. 
U. S. Rep. Richard H. Poff (R-Va) recently cited 
the absurdity of the British arguments: “ Brit­ 
ain,** he said, “ responsible for the bulk of the 
trade with North Viet Nam, argues that it is 
powerless to interfere with the business of pri­ 
vate vessels in the absence of a formal declara­ 
tion of war. This is sheer sophistry; Britain 
•aw no such obstacle when she shut off trade 
with Rhodesia.’* 
Americans, mindful of their own country’s 
struggle to win independence, can look at Mr. 
Wilson’s pressure campaign against Rhodesia 
with their own history in mind. The Wilson 
government, like the government of Lord North 
in the 1770*s, was determined to beat down 
Englishmen who wanted the traditional rights 
of Englishmen. This is fundamentally what the 
Rhodesians desire. Rhodesia has not been a 
colony of Great Britain, but a self-governing ter­ 
ritory for more than 40 years. Now the socialists 
in London, in a desire t^ appease African 
dictators, want to turn Rhodesia into a direct- 
rule colony prior to subjecting it to the type 
of one-party dictatorial regime that masque­ 
rades as democracy in Africa. Understandably, 
the Rhodesians are determined to fight to pre­ 
vent their country — one of the few civilized 
lands on the African continent — from becoming 
another nation of disorder and violence in the 
manner of Ghana and other African states. 
It would be an outrage, a disgrace and k be- 
. n . r . l 
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very well might. Not a dollar should be spent 
for crippling an anti-communist, civilized com­ 
munity in Africa. The United States has plenty 
of real trouble to contend with in Asia, plenty 
of real communist enemies to fight. Our na­ 
tional resources will be needed for a hard 
struggle against communism in Asia, and nothing 
should be dofte to aid the communists in their 
plan to create a diversion in Southern and Cen­ 
tral Africa. The British socialists are giving the 
Reds an assist by stirring up trouble with Rho­ 
desia. The U. S. should refuse to be played for a 
sucker.

But in Russia, just 
the opposite policy has been 
followed. Factories have been 
told 
by the planners what to 
make and in what quantity. As 
a result, stores are stocked 
with inferior, over-priced, un­ 
wanted goods. And consumers 
have been vigorously complain­ 
ing. 
So Russia, 
even if slowly, 
is moving toward a 
supply- 
demand 
consumer economy, 
complete with a certain amount 
of profit motive. 
One may oe 
sure that this is being done 
out of reluctant necessity -- it 
must be something of a humilia­ 
tion to the Soviet hierarchy to 
imitate capitalism to any de­ 
gree, and Karl Marx, very like­ 
ly, 
is revolving in his grave. 
At any rate, there is a lesson 
for us. Our production-distri- 
butlon 
system, working all the 
way from the sources of raw

WORLD MEAT POOL 
According to a spokesman for 
the American Meat Institute, 
opportunities are excellent for 
expanding exports of American 
llfestock and meat products to 
Europe. Shortages there, cou­ 
pled with increasing consumer 
demand, are weakening the age- 
old barriers to international 
meat 
trade 
by Western 
European nations. 
To promote the trade, 
the 
Institute and the Department of 
Agriculture 
formed 
a Co­ 
operative Market Development 
Program. 
And the Institute 
spokesman tells of a concept 
that 
seems to have dramatic 
possibilities. According to it, 
total meat production the world 
over would be considered the 
world meat pool. The country 
in which meat is produced has 
first call upon the supply. The 
balance, if any, is available to 
other nations. 
The quantity of meat any coun­ 
try can obtain from the pool is 
dependent upon various 
fac­ 
tors -- relative 
cost, trans­ 
portation, trade barriers and 
so on. At present, these fac­ 
tors -- when considered in re­ 
lation to the abundant supply of 
meat in this country — favor In­ 
creasing trade between us and 
Europe. 
In his words, “ This is no bon­ 
anza, but activities of the in­ 
dustry and government have a l ­ 
ready stimulated some trade 
and will continue to stimulate 
more.

Hill.”

the congressman sup­ 
posed to lead this march just 
wasn't around to lead it. Dur­ 
ing two weeks, his committee 
clerk called meeting after meet­ 
ing with full expectation that 
the leader would be back, and 
lead the debate on the house 
floor. After all, June 30, the 
end of the fiscal year, is ap­ 
proaching. Only two weeks re­ 
main to pass the bill, other­

Though Britain is living far beyond her means, 
and though productivity is lagging way behind 
other Western nations, the Wilson government 
In Great Britain has not set for itself the task 
of domestic reform and modernization. Instead, 
Prime Minister W ilson has determined to c rush 
independent Rhodesia as the first item of busi­ 
n e s s . lo this end, he has gone beyond econorn. 
warfare and is now stopping on the high seas 
the ships of peaceful trading nations that are 
carrying oil to Rhodesia through Portuguese 
ports In Africa. It was precisely this kind of 
arbitrary, high-handed interference with peace­ 
ful oceanic trade that got Britain into trouble

in 1*12. 
The action of our administration in voting in 
the Security Council of the United Nations to 
allow Great Britain to use force to prevent oil 
from being delivered to Rhodesia by sea can be 
characterized as nothing less than stupid. 
The irony Inherent in the British action is that 
they want to cut off seaborne trade with Rhodesia 
while they insist on trading as usual with Com­ 
munist North Viet Nam, a nation that endangers 
the peace of the world. Rhodesia doesn't threaten 
the peace of anyone. It simply wants to be left 
alone, though Prim e Minister Smith of Rhodesia 
has offered to send soldiers to fight communism 
In Viet Nam — an offer that Mr. Wilson has NOT 
made. 
U. S. Rep. Richard H. Poff (R-Va) recently cited 
the absurdity of the British arguments: "B rit­ 
ain," he said, "responsible for the bulk of the 
trade with North Viet Nam, argues that it is 
powerless to interfere with the business of pri­ 
vate vessels in the absence of a formal declara­ 
tion of war. This is sheer sophistry; Britain 
saw no such obstacle when she shut off trade 
with Rhodesia," 
Americans, mindful of their own country's 
Struggle to win Independence, c a n look at Mr. 
Wilson's pressure campaign against Rhodesia 
with their own history in mind. The Wilson 
government, like the government of Lord North 
In the 1770's, was determined to beat down 
Englishmen who totaled the traditional righto 
Of Englishmen. Mils Is fundamentally what the 
Rhodesians desire. Rhodesia has not been a 
colony of Great Britain, but a self-governing te r­ 
ritory for more than 40 years. Now the socialists 
In London, in a desire t<J appease African 
dictators, want to turn Rhodesia into a direct- 
rule colony prior to subjecting it to the type 
of one-party dictatorial regime that masque­ 
rades as democracy In Africa. Understandably, 
the Rhodesians are determined to fight to pre­ 
vent their country — one of the few civilized 
lands on the African continent --fro m becoming 
another nation of disorder and violence in the 
manner of Ghana and other African states. 
It would be an outrage, a disgrace and k be­ 
trayal of the real interests of the American 
people if Mr. Johnson allowed the British 
Socialist to drag the U. S. into support of any 
U. N. military adventure in Africa, as they 


very well might. Not a dollar should be spent 
for crippling an anti-communist, civilized com­ 
munity in Africa. The United States has plenty 
of real trouble to contend with in Asia, plenty 
of real communist enemies to fight. Our na­ 
tional resources will be needed for a hard 
struggle against communism in Asia, and nothing 
should be done to aid the communists in their 
plan to create a diversion in Southern and Cen­ 
tral Africa.

‘J swear, before the altar of God. eternal hostility to 
every form of tyranny over the niind of man.” 
These are the words of a great American patriot, 
Thomas Jefferson. At the time when a people who had de­ 
clared thc*ir independence, struggled to found a nation. Mr. 
Jefferson’s words summed up the feelings of Americans 
who were rallying to fight for their beliefs. 
In the midst of this struggle, Old Glory was born. Gen­ 
eral Washington, standing at attention as the first Stars 
and Stripes flew at the head of the Continental Army, said. 
“We take the stars from Heaven, the red from our mother 
country, separating it bv white stripes, thus showing that 
we have separated from her, and the white stripes shall go 
down to posterity representing liberty.” 
The British ensign was flown in the colonies before 
the revolution. This flag was later mo,’:*’ied . . . the red cross 
of Saint George and the white cross of Saint Andrew were 
shifted to the canton, with the field consisting of seven red 
and six white stripes representing the colonies. This was 
the Grand Union Flag. The colonies resented the British 
ensign more and more. Soon most of them flew their own 
banners. 
The symbols 011 the first colonial flags were pine trees, 
anchors, rattlesnakes and other insignia commemorating 
the day-by-day struggles against 
the wilderness which w*as at every 
American’s doorstep. The words 
cut out and sewn to these banners 
were Hope, Liberty. Don’t Tread 
on Me. Appeal to Heaven . . . signi­ 
fying the dreams of freedom and 
nationhood. 
The Gadsden Flag was one of 
the most popular colonial flags. It 
was emblazoned with a coiled rat­ 
tlesnake on a yellow field over the 
wrords Don’t Tread on Me. 
Our first sea-going flag flew 
over the cruisers commissioned by 
General Washington.

THE MOULTRIE FLAG 


The first distinctive American 
flag to be displayed in the South 
flew over the fort on Sullivan’s 
Island in the channel at Charles­ 
ton, South Carolina, when the Brit­ 
ish fleet attacked on June 28, 1776. 
The fort, defended by Colonel Wil­ 
liam Moultrie and his small garri­ 
son of regulars and militiamen, 
withstood the attack so ably, the 
British were forced to withdraw. 
This was believed to have post­ 
poned a British invasion of the 
South for a long while. From the 
blue uniforms of the garrison and 
the white crescents which the men 
wore on their caps came the incen­ 
tive for the design of the Moultrie 
Flag. The large blue field has a 
white crescent and the cutout let­ 
ters “Liberty” sewn across the 
bottom of the field. 
Rhode Island was one of the 
first states to create its own flag. 
It bears an anchor on a white field 
with the vyord Hope reversed on a 
blue pennant or scroll . . . and 13 
white stars on a blue canton. 
On June 14,1777, Congress acted 
to straighten out the confusion. A 


colonial public relations expert and 
proponent of a symbol for Ameri­ 
can patriotism proposed the first 
Stars and St ripes . . . and Congress 
passed the flag resolution. It de­ 
clared: “The flag of the thirteen 
United States be thirteen stripes, 
alternate red and white, and that 
the Union be thirteen stars, white, 
in a blue field.” From this resolu­ 
tion, the flag which has become the 
symbol of freedom the wrorld over, 
came into being. According to leg­ 
end. Betsy Ross, an expert needle­ 
woman of Philadelphia, was asked 
in 1776 to design a national flag 
suggested by General Washington. 
The actual facts are obscure . . . 
and it was one of her descendants 
who brought the story to light in 
1870. 
On August 16. 1777, the Green 
Mountain Boys fought under the 
Bennington Flag. This was believed 
to be the first time the "Stars and 
Stripes was displayed. The Ben­ 
nington Flag had 13 stars and 13 
stripes . . . and the figure 76 in the 
heart of the stars honored the year 
of American independence. 
In January, 1781, the Third Ma­ 
ryland Regiment fought at Cowr- 
pens. South Carolina, and was un­ 
der the banner of the first Stars 
and Stripes w’hich fulfilled the flag 
resolution of 1777. This flag had 
12 white stars in an oval and one in 
the center of the blue field . . . and 
seven red and six white stripes. 
There are those who have dug 
into the available recorded data of 
the period . . . and have decided, 
perhaps rightly, that the Betsy 
Ross story is a myth. This may be 
true . . . but many a myth has out- 
growm its fiction and become hal­ 
lowed among the recorded “truths” 
of history. Many a boy and girl has 
grown up loving the story of Betsy 
Ross and General George W ash­ 
ington, picturing the heroic general 


in full dress uniform visiting the 
little workshop of the humble nee- 
dleworker of Philadelphia. This 
memory should not be destroyed 
. . . and with 180.000.000 Ameri­ 
cans to tell it (and the number 
growing every d a y ) there’s no way 
to stop it, even if you try! 
Betsy Ross’ flag . . . with its cir­ 
clet of stats . . . was to be short­ 
lived. The Flag of 1795 changed 
the circle of stars to two parallel 
rowrs of horizontal stars . . .

This 
was the first flag to fly over the 
capitol in Washington, D.C., and 
five presidents, Washington, Ad­ 
ams, Jefferson, Madison and Mon­ 
roe all served under it. Five new 
states w'ere admitted to the Union 
but no change was made in the 
flag. Change was inevitable, how­ 
ever. As the number of states in 
the Union grew . . . so did their 
jealousies. When Congress passed 
a measure in 1818 . . . it established 
the flag as we know it today . . . 
thirteen horizontal stripes, alter­ 
nate red and white . . . th at it shall 
have stars of white in a field of 
blue . . . and that one star be added 
to the flag for every state admitted 
to the Union. 


CONFEDERATE FLAG 


On March 
4, 
1861, 
a great 
change took place. The first flag 
of the Confederacy was adopted

banners for the South during the 
War Between the States. The 1861 
Flag had three wide horizontal 
stripes . . . red on top, white in the 
middle, red on the bottom.

More than 19 million elderly 
•-Americans are ready to take 
^advantage of medicare. 
July 1 brings only the first 
two medicare deadlines. On 
that day hospital insurance be­ 
g in s for all who have signed 
,-up, and optional medical in­ 
surance becomes effective for 
those who decided to pay the 
$36 a year it will cost. So far 
17.2 million or 90 per cent of 
•p^Lhose eligible have signed UP 
for the doctor-bill, medical- 
service insurance. 
1 The second medicare deadline 
- •comes Jan. 1,1967, when nursing 
t home benefits begin. 
The immediate problem is July

President Johnson received a 
! report from the Department o? 
; Health, Education and Welfare 
I which will operate medicare, 
and that report cited what will

beds and facilities. 
:E is not expected, the depart­ 
ment said, that hospital loads 
would be increased more than 


some 5 p er cent over the na­ 
tion. 
"However, 
there is already 
overcrowding of hospital facil­ 
ities in som e areas, and som e 
of the best hospitals in certain 
p arts of the country are over­ 
crowded even though other fa­ 
cilities in the sam e area are 
not,” the report said. 
There are two essential facts 
behind whatever 
happens July 
1. 
F irst, sum m ertim e is the 
slow period in most hospitals, 
with people putting off surg ery 
when possible until after vaca­ 
tion periods.Second, most med­ 
ical problem s of the elderly 
req u ire m o re o r less im mediate 
ca re . Doctors often point out 
that elective operations before 
the age of 50 or 55, become 
operations of necessity after­ 
ward. 


Still there are some ailments 
that som e of the elderly have 
lived with, 
which though not 
critical, 
can 
now be treated 
and paid for under m edicare 
— things like cataracts, v ari­ 
cose 
veins, 
hem orrhoids, 
hernias, e a r trouble. 
That leads som e hospital ad­ 
m inistrators like Richard J. 
Hancock of Lawrence & Memo­ 
rial 
Hospital, 
New London, 
Conn., to anticipate that the in­ 
creased demands will be in 
term s of elective surgery and 
treatm ent. 
Explained 
Dr. 
John 
H. 
Knowles, general director of 
Boston’s Massachusetts Gener­ 
al Hospital; 
“ The increase will feed on it­ 
self. As people learn more 
about how the program means 
easy access to hospitals, they 
will say: “ Maybe I should at 
least go and see whether some­ 
thing can be done with this 
sore hip that’s been bothering 
me for years.' Old people used 
to be reluctant to go to a hos­ 
pital because they equated it 
with impending death. Now they 
have learned more about the 
safety of medicine. 


“ Once they see they don’t 
need to worry that they may go 
from the hospital to the poor- 
house, more and more will 
come to the hospitals. There’s 
just no way of estimating how 
great the increase will be.” 
In New England, there is al­ 
most 
unanimous 
agreement 
among hospitals and doctors 
queries that people with ail­ 
ments that are not acute were 
saving them up for July 1. 


Guesses ranged up to 20 per 
cent in increased case load, and 
adm inistrators 
estimated it 
would take three months to a 
year to clear the backlog. 
But most hospitals expected 
to be able to handle the influx 
of cases, and some felt that 
the influx in their areas would 
be slight.

ONE-HOUSE LEGISLATURE 
DISCUSSED NEXT SESSION 
A one-house legislature for 
M issouri? This plan has been 
proposed on several occasions 
and is one of the favorite topics 
of political scientists, but to 
become a reality it probably 
will have to be passed by the 
initiative of the people. 
Nevertheless, a bill proposing 
such a reorganization will cer­ 
tainly be introduced in the next 
session 
of the General As­ 
sembly by Sen. A. Clifford Jones 
(R-Ladue) and based on past 
experience will probably re ­ 
ceive wide acclaim from news­ 
papers and some state officials. 
Sen. Jones feels that a uni­ 
cam eral legislature could act as 
a “ municipal government” of 
a state, and “ like a municipal 
government it would have to 
meet problems immediately.” 
He berated the Governor for 
submitted matters to the re ­ 
cent special session of the Leg­ 
islature which were not real 
em ergencies and pointed out 
that this is one of the major 
faults of state government. 
“ The basic problem is that 
the present two houses only 


meei 
ior six montns out oi 
every two years and solve some 
problems, but leave most of the 
problems undone,” 
In addition, he feels a un­ 
icameral legislature would be 
able to give more time to the 
study of legislative proposals if 
it were to meet the year-round 
and be staffed with adequate 
assistants to handle state prob­ 
lem s. 
“ Right now, we rush bills out 
of committee in order to get 
them to the other house for 
consideration, and many bills 
are passed without being read 
by many members of the Leg­ 
islature,” he said. 
He added that fewer bills prob- 
ably would be passed, but that 
these would constitute sounder 
legislation than the many bills 
which 
are 
approved 
by the 
present two houses. 
Statewide support of a unicam­ 
eral legislature was shown in 
1944 when voters defeated a 
proposed one-house system by 
only a few thousand votes. The 
election was called by an init­ 
iative petition after the Con­ 
stitutional Convention rejected 
the proposal. Supporters of the 
m easure had even withdrawn 
their backing to avoid conflict 
with the new Constitution and 
were fighting for defeat of a un­ 
icam eral legislature, but about 
47 per cent of the voters in­ 
dicated they wanted it anyway. 
Sen. Albert Spradling (D-Cape 
Girardeau), who opposes a un­ 
icam eral legisalture, 
pointed 
out that with only one house, 
and all members elected for the 
same term s, the pressure from 
lobbying groups would be de­ 
trim ental to forthcoming leg­ 
islation and state interests. 
Lobbyists perform a needed 
service to the Legislature, he 
said, but the pressure 1s great 
enough and inferred that many 
m easure had been forced on 
House members, who serve for 
only two years, and had to be 
checked by the Senate, whose 
four-year members he feels are

unicameral legislature, since 
there would be no second body 
to give it consideration, Sprad­ 
ling said. 
Sen. A. Basey Vanlandingham, 
(D-Columbia) sees advantages 
to both one-house and two-house 
systems; however, he said, two 
houses have 
enough trouble 
straightening 
out 
legislative 
problems, and that two houses 
probably are more effective in 
“ straining the bugs out of leg­ 
islation.” 
To make a unicameral system 
work he feels the public would 
have to be willing to pay leg­ 
islators 
adequate 
salaries, 
which he said could parallel 
those of U. S. Congressmen 
($25,000 a year), and provide 
full-time legislative staffs for 
each committiee. 
“ Under these circumstances, 
a one-house system wouldn’t 
be too bad,” Vanlandingham 
said, 
but he still questioned 
whether the people could be

members In only one 
house.

ONE-HOUSE LEGISLATURE 
DISCUSSED NEXT SESSION 
A one-house legislature for 
M issouri? This plan hat been 
proposed on several orcas ions 
and to one of the favorite topics 
of political scientists, but to 
become a reality It probably 
w ill have to be passed by the 
Initiative of the people. 
Nevertheless, a bill proposing 
such a reorganization will cer­ 
tainly be introduced In the next 
seas ion of the General As­ 
sembly bysen. A. Clifford Jones 
(R -Ladue) and based on past 
experience will probably re­ 
ceive wide acclaim from news­ 
papers and some state officials. 
Sen. Jones feels that a uni­ 
cameral legislature could act aa 
a “ municipal government** of 
a state, and “ like a municipal 
government It would have to 
meet problems Immediately." 
He berated the Governor tor 
submitted matters to the re­ 
cent special session of the Leg- 
U I stum which were not mal 
emergencies and pointed out 
that this to one of the major 
faults of state government.

a one-house system wouldn't 
be too bad," Vanlandlngham 
said, 
but he still questioned 
whether the people could be 
properly 
represented 
with 
fewer 
members In only one 
house.

Hi Simmons of Missouri, AAC- 
BC president. “ Pro baseball 
draft 800 to 900 players, signs 
less than half, maybe one-third, 
and 
they don’t have 
enough 
minor league teams left to play 
the men they are drafting. They 
are wrecking the college base­ 
ball program and our organiza­ 
tion must seek relief in Con­ 
gress.” 
Simmons and Coaches Leo E il- 
bracht of Illinois, Dutch Feh- 
ring, Stanford 
and 
George 
Wolfman of California reported 
athletic 
directors 
and 
the 
schools in some sections of the 
country are considering drop­ 
ping baseball. 
Before the season, Simmons 
lost .463 hitting Dan Rudanvoch 
to the pros. Southern Califor­ 
nia’s Rod Dedeaux lost his ace 
pitcher, Tom Seaver, after the 
season started. The contract 
was^voided by the Commission­ 
er of Baseball because his team 


had started the schedule, but 
the NCAA ruled he could not 
return to the squad. 
Wolfman’s top pitcher, junior 
Andy M essersmith, signed with 
the California Angels Monday. 
“ The Big Ten is seriously

Some 
people in baseball want to help 
us, but I don’t believe the owners 
do. We’re all getting murdered 
by the draft.”
